“A number of well-meaning peo- 
ple, many of whom I do not know, 
have telephoned and wired urging 
me not to speak because I am a 
Jew. I was aware of this fact be- 
fore. As soon as I was invited, I 
asked the bishop to consider the 
anti-Semitic party line against 
Jews and bankers. Bishop Hob- 
son dismissed this as irrelevant. 

“T have but one duty, and that 


‘is to speak out as an American. 


Jew. or Gentile, an American can 
say only this to Charles Lind- 
bergh: Your second non-stop flight 
has taken you to a strange desti- 
nation.”

Anti-Semitism Making Jew Forget Spiritual Heritage

DETROIT—Jews have forgotten the meaning 
of their spiritual heritage in their emphasis on 
the “gruesome reality” of anti-Semitism, Rabbi 
Julius Gordon of St. Louis declared Tuesday night 
at a supper meeting of the National Advisory 
Committee of the Union of American Hebrew 


Congregations. 


“We have forgotten the meaning of our spirit- 
ual heritage,” Rabbi Gordon declared. “There is 
only one reality in Jewish life today and that is 
anti-Semitism. All our pleas and protests, all 
our dreaming and doing are centered around this 


gruesome reality. 


“Some of us have even reached the conclusion 
that only anti-Semitism can keep us alive, as if 
anti-Semitism were some benevolent society for

of Judaism. Now I do not mean 


to ignore or minimize the fragic reality of anti- 
I fully realize the unprecedented 
tragedy in Jewish life today. 

“But it is my deepest conviction that no power 
and no force can drive us out of the world... .I 
ask you to realize that Judaism is the source of 


our life and the length of our days. We sell faith 


to our people and you are asked to buy immor- 
tality. Once we realize this great truth, we shall 
find that even our suffering will become a chal- 
lenge for living and greater achievement.” 
Federal Circuit Court Judge Charles C. Simons, 


who was elected convention chairman of the U. A. 


H. C., declared that Judaism would survive the 
present crisis. He declared “our place in Amer- 
ica is of right and not of sufferance.”

Schloss Believes Goal 
Of $161,225 Possible; 
Report Meeting Today 


With the 1941 Jewish Welfare 
Fund drive practically at the half 
way mark, campaign leaders were 
urging workers to redouble their 
efforts in hopes of reaching the 
$161,225 goal by May 10, last day 
of the drive. 

A total of $79,101 had been 
turned in by Wednesday’s report 
meeting, but this amount is sup- 
posed to be increased consider- 
ably at the meeting set for noon 
today, when the women’s division 
which did not report Wednesday 
will bring in their pledges, The 
present amount represents 49 per 
cent of the goal. 

Leading the teams in the men’s 
division was Team No. 11, cap- 
tained by Abe Unger and Leo Se- 
lig, with a a total of $1,139 and a 
quota of only $1,124 for 101 per 
cent. Running a close second was 
Team No. 16, headed by Sol Bolo- 
tin and H. Klezmen, with 98 per 
cent of their quota. 

In the women’s division, Team 4, 
captained by Mrs. Victor Goldberg 
and Mrs. Lou Leventhal, reached 
112 per cent of their quota, turn- 
ing in $1,300 in pledges as against 
a quota of $1,173. 

Expressing the conviction that 
the goal would be reached, Bill 
Schloss, drive chairman, issued 
the following statement: “The 
1941 campaign has reached the 
halfway mark. I am hopeful that 
we will attain our goal. Several 
teams have already reached 100 
per cent, and the drive as a whole 
can do as well if the enthusiasm 
of the first few days can be main- 
tained at the same high level for 
the remainder of the campaign.” 

Meanwhile campaign leaders 
pointed out that many newcomers 
who might like to share the re- 
sponsibility, but whose names 
have not been recorded at the 
Welfare Fund office, and conse- 
quently will not be called upon, 
may wish to send their contribu- 
tions directly to The Jewish Post.

Minister of France, although written in 1929, on the occasion of the 25th 
anniversary of Herzl’s death, is of timely interest at the present moment. 


Theodor Herzl, a man who had probed and felt in 
himself the unsounded depth of the Jewish soul and the 
indestructible idealism of his people, by faith alone set 
into motion a process of action and preparation that 
finally proved stronger than all obstacles. The whole of 
Palestine with its magnificent achievements is a monu- 
ment to his genius. The further the moment of Herzl’s 
death sinks back into the past, the more majestic ap- 
pears the stature of the man. It will go on increasing in 
grandeur until the day when all the earth will recognize 


him as one of the elite of mankind, one of the fashioners 





of history. That process is in evolution now.

Did you ever know that our own 
Fort Wayne has the finest record 
of any Jewish community in the 
United States for giving to Jewish 
causes. With only 1,200 Jewish 
residents, Fort Wayne this year is 
seeking $60,000, and it goes with- 
out saying that the quota will be 
raised. Figure it out for yourself; 
$50 for each man, woman and 
child in the Jewish community. 
This compares with about $17 per 
capita in Indianapolis, and that 
if our goal is reached. Even so 
Indianapolis is third in the nation 
in cities over $150,000. First 
comes Los Angeles with its bulky 
gifts from the Jewish movie stars; 
then Cincinnati, which has long 
been the Queen City of the nation’s 
Jewish communities. Then comes 
Indianapolis, which has a reputa- 
tion nationally which its big givers 


have earned for the rest of us.

No Tears for General Jewish Council 


EEMS to be a lot of wasted words in connection 
with the withdrawal of the American Jewish 
Congress from the General Jewish Council. As 
usual, the American Jewish Congress is in the 
right. The General Jewish Council should have 
been dissolved at least two years ago, as soon as 
its inability to bring about unity—the reason why 
it was formed—was made clear. As long as the 
G. J. C. existed, no other group with any hope of 
effecting unity could have been organized. 
Those who urge the congress to reconsider its 
action do not understand the situation. It is the 
cengress which has been patient. It also is no 


secret that the representatives of the B’nai B’rith 
on the General Jewish Council were disgusted 
with its inaction long ago. Unity will not be 
served if the congress were to rejoin the body, 
rather it would be obstructed. — 

And those who as in the case of the United 
Jewish Appeal are hoping for an aroused public 
opinion evidently do not realize that unlike the 
U. J. A. the G. J. C, has never shown successful 
operation and Jewish communities definitely do 
not feel that a going organization has been dis- 
rupted.

repeated is going to produce soon a feder- 

ated plan for unity in American Jewry, with 
every major Jewish organization represented, and 
with a system something like that of our national 
government. Each organization will be more or 
less like a state with its own rights and privi- 
leges and freedom of action, just so long as that 
action does not interfere with or contradict the 
will of the majority, which in this case will be 
the democratic rule of U. S. Jewry. 

The new plan will include every major national 
organization from the civic-protective groups like 
the B’nai B’rith, the American Jewish Committee 
and the American Jewish Congress to the fund- 
raising groups like the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, to the National Refugee Service, and then 
to the religious groups included in the Synagogue 


Council of America, and then to such groups as 
HIAS, the ORT, the Council of Jewish Women, 
Hadassah, the Zionists and so forth. In just the 
same manner as each of the thirteen states yielded 
their privilege of coining money and raising state 
armies when they adopted the present constitu- 
tion, so the Jewish groups will each yield some 
of their rights for a new and greater security, 
which is the one big reason for unity anyway. 
Somebody will produce just such a plan shortly. 
The move is so obvious. And when it comes, it 
will be successful because everyone is literally 
sick and tired of the bitter rivalry between groups 
and leaders and the incoherent attempts of or- 
ganizations single handedly to attack a problem 
which is so great that the continuity of existence 
of U. S. Jewry as a safe minority is endangered.

Jewish Leaders Termed Misleaders by Rabbi 
Armond E. Cohen of Cleveland, Ohio, in the Re- 
constructionist Viewpoint—In the course of the 
development of the American Jewish community 
a vast network of synagogues, temples, societies, 
fraternal organizations, social clubs, and recrea- 
tional centers, hospitals, orphanages, benefit and 
relief groups have come into being. They receive 
millions of dollars in support from the commu- 
nity at large because the donors take it for 
granted that in some way each of these institu- 
tions further the purpose of Jewish living. Even 
a superficial examination of our community scene 
presents a picture of Jewish life bordering on 
chaos to anyone who has enough intestinal forti- 
tude to look behind the curtain of primed pub- 
licity which so often covers up the truth. There 
are Jewish institutions maintained at great public 
expense “searching” for clients to serve; there 
are institutions that go by the name “Jewish” 
which have chosen to observe the Christian rather 
than the Jewish holiday, when the two coincided; 
there are Jewish institutions led by Jews with 
expressed anti-Jewish attitudes; there are some 
of the most prominent and powerful Jewish com- 
munal institutions which in a hundred and one 
ways openly flout the practice and requirements 
of the Jewish religion and are thereby making 
for the annihilation of the Jewish people, while 
at the same time they are expending fortunes 
for the ostensible purpose of preserving this same 
people. Unfortunately for the leaders of these 
groups, they are not Talmudic pilpulists and one 
therefore cannot assume that they act on the 
basis of some esoteric logic which is veiled from 
the understanding of the ordinary mortal. 

Undoubtedly, some of these leaders, or more 
accurately “misleaders,” believe in the liquida- 
tion of Jewish life and are using their positions 
of leadership to accelerate that liquidation. It is 
equally true that many of these leaders are sim- 
ply confused, unfinished products of the economic 
and social assembly line variety of American 
Jewish leader. That they do not have an adequate 
knowledge of the Jewish past to give them proper 
bearing in charting the Jewish future is not their 
fault; but that they do not see the need for such 
knowledge is unpardonable arrogance. That they. 
lead at all is the fault of the community at large. 





Rabbie Julian B. Feibleman Tells of Embarrass- 
ment Because Passover and Easter Coincide. 
—It is invariably embrassing to have great days, 
such as Easter and Passover, coincide. Not that 
the two Holy Days are not historically coinci- 
dent, and not that their higher and loftier mean- 
ings and significance cannot blend. 


The embarrassment lies in the avid proclivity 
of the Jew to take on so much of the color of his 
environment and surroundings that he trails in 
a poor second when it comes to observing his 
share of the week-end. The Jew responds to an 
holiday, the Christian to an Holy Day. We can- 
not reconcile this discrepancy in the Jewish (lack 
of) character. 


On Easter Sunday the Christian goes to church. 
On Passover, when there is a dangerously entic- 
ing week-end to contemplate, the Jew goes on an 
outing. On Good Friday, the Christian can, will, 
and does manage to attend a service some time 
during the day. On Pesach Saturday the Jew 
cannot get away from store, office or duty. On 
Easter, men and women and children are ob- 
servant. On Passover morning, the men are 
few in comparison with the women in the syna- 
gogues. : 


One of the religious schools last Sunday morn- 
ing recorded one-third of its children absent. 
The reason—holiday. The Jewish Country Club, 
in the afternoon, attracted children with an 
Easter Egg Hunt. Last year the Nursery School 
at the Y. M. H. A. sent children home during the 
approaching days of the Easter with appropriate 
colored objects of the season—the Easter Season. 


We do not mention such happenings in con- 
demnation, nor actually in criticism. We point 
them out merely to reveal the woeful and deplor- 
able lack of Jewish consciousness on the part of 
so many of our people. “Forgive them, Father, 
they know not what they do,” is the petition we 
are uttering, because we think it will appeal to all 
of those who love the New Testament utterances, 
and perhaps forget that the words so spoken, 
were uttered by a very good and observant Jew, 
who had previously been present at the Seder, 
and had observed the Passover. However, the 
Jews could hardly be expected to know that.
